C) A proper reason for the withdrawal as enumerated in 37 CFR 
10.40(b) or subsection (1)-(6) of 37 CFR 10.40(c) must be 
provided; 

D) The applicant or patent owner must have been notified of the 
withdrawal as provided for in 37 CFR 1.36.
